U.§.  files  discrimination 
suit  against  Greyhound 


The  first  lawsuit  was  filed 
this  week  by  the  government 
against  Greyhound  Lines. 
Inc.,  for  alleged  violation  of 
Ihe  Age  Discrimination  in 
Employment  Act  of  1967.  The 
U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  has 
asked  the  U.  S.  District  Court 
in  Chicago  for  a  permanent  in¬ 
junction  to  restrain  Greyhound 
from  violating  Ihe  statue.
